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PREPAREDNESS  

The  processes  of  healing  are  less  spectacu- 
lar than  those  of  destruction.  For  that  rea- 
son it  is  not  generally  realized  what  a  vital 
part  is  played  in  our  national  defense  by 
an  institution  such  as  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital. 

The  hospital's  first  patients  were  Amer- 
ican soldiers  wounded  during  the  War  of 
Independence.  In  the  last  war,  a  comolete 
army  hospital,  equipped  by  lay  friends  of 
this  institution  and  staffed  by  its  doctors 
and  nurses,  was  established  at  Chateau- 
roux,  France.  The  House  of  Relief  was 
operated  for  sick  and  injured  seamen,  and 
shell-shocked  soldiers  were  cared  for  at  the 
Westchester  Division. 

What  has  the  hospital  to  contribute  today 
to  our  national  preparedness?  As  a  great 
modern  medical  center,  its  potential  con- 
tribution in  beds  and  equipm.ent  obviouslv 
is  large.  In  personnel,  it  is  larger  still. 
There  are  700  doctors  affiliated  with  The 
New  York  Hospital,  650  nurses  and  2,000 
lay  men  and  women  trained  in  the  hosoi- 
tal  field.  Account  also  must  be  taken  of  the 
300  students  at  work  in  Cornell  Medical 
College,  the  200  in  the  School  of  Nursing, 
the  2.000  m.edical  college  alumni  and  the 
1.500  graduates  of  the  nursing  school. 
From  the  total  of  these  groups,  equal  in 
num.bers  to  half  an  infantry  division,  could 
be  drawn  a  formidable  force  for  combat- 
ting the  suf?ering  of  war. 

But  the  contribution  of  the  hospital  and 
college  is  real,  as  well  as  potential.  An  armv 
medical  unit  has  been  organized  and  is 
ready  for  service.  Nurses  have  enrolled  in 
the  complementary  organization  of  the  Red 
Cross.  The  medical  college,  alone  among 
schools  in  this  city,  is  providing  its  student 
body  with  army  training  in  military  medi- 
cine. 

What  new  service  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital may  be  called  upon  to  render,  we  do 
not  know.  But  it  is  ready  and  well-pre- 
pared. 

The  times  have  brought  the  hospital  new 
problems,  as  well  as  new  responsibilities. 
Medical  and  nursing  staffs  may  see  many 
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changes  by  the  time  the  army  is  brought  to 
anticipated  strength.  The  supply  and  cost 
of  the  hospital's  commodities  is  unpredict- 
able. Operating  expenses  probably  will  show 
similar  fluctuations. 

Moreover  the  economic  outlook  makes 
uncertain  its  income  from  endowment,  and 
the  extent  of  its  support  in  new  gifts.  Be- 
cause of  that  uncertainty,  its  need  of  such 
support  is  all  the  greater. 

Whatever  the  future  may  bring,  the  hos- 
pital cannot  forget  that  its  first  and  fore- 
most duty  is  to  continue,  uninterrupted  and 
unimpaired,  the  same  three-fold  task  which 
it  has  fulfilled  for  the  past  170  years.  That 
task  is  one  of  aiding  the  sick  and  suffering 
here  in  our  community,  developing  research 
and  preventive  medicine,  and  teaching  doc- 
tors and  nurses  to  carry  on  this  work  in 
the  future. 

There  is  no  enemy  more  ruthless  than 
disease.  Unrelenting  defense,  and  attack, 
against  that  enemy  is  the  cause  to  which 
The  New  York  Hospital  is  dedicated.

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Managing  the  real  estate  properties  and 
insurance  of  an  institution  like  The  Society 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  is  a  big  task,  and 
a  major  part  of  it  is  borne  by  our  Asst.  Treas- 
urer, Mr.  W.J.  Nichols.  As  might  be  ex- 
pected, he  had  a  broad  and  interesting  back- 
ground in  the  business  world  when  he  came 
to  the  hospital  seven  years  ago. 

Born  in  Jersey  City,  Mr.  Nichols  began 
his  career  with  the  Audit  Company  of  New 
York  and  the  United  States  Mortgage  and 
Trust  Company,  now  merged  with  the 
Chemical  Bank  and  Trust  Company. 

He  received  an  appointment  to  the  State 
Comptroller's  office  during  the  administra- 
tion of  Governor  Charles  E.  Hughes.  Later, 
under  the  Moreland  Act,  he  conducted  an 
investigation  of  the  state's  penal  institu- 
tions. 

Mr.  Nichols  left  public  office  in  1912  to 
become  a  partner  in  the  New  York  firm  of 
Ferine  and  Nichols,  certified  public  ac- 
countants, but  he  continued  to  be  retained 
by  the  state  for  institutional  and  depart- 
mental surveys. 

When  America  entered  the  World  War, 
he  went  abroad  as  assistant  comptroller  of 
the  American  Red  Cross  Commission  to 
France  and  worked  in  Paris  checking  the 
huge  relief  supplies  which  were  being 
shipped  to  France. 

However,  he  wanted  to  take  what  he 
felt  would  be  a  more  active  part  in  the 
Allied  cause.  Unable  to  enlist  with  the 
American  forces,  because  of  their  rigid  phy- 
sical requirements,  he  joined  the  French 
Army.  The  Armistice  found  him  with  a 
French  Artillery  regiment  south  of  Sedan. 

On  his  return  to  this  country  he  resumed 
his  accounting  practice.  In  1927  he  became  a 
partner  in  Frank  L.  Brokaw  and  Company, 
dealers  in  insurance  securities.  Coming  to 
the  New  York  Hospital  as  comptroller  in 
January,  1933,  he  was  appointed  to  his 
present  position  as  assistant  treasurer  in 
1935.

And  yet  in  the  middle  of 
the  night,  as  one  lies  in  bed,  nearer  to 
the  'planes  than  to  the  trams  on  their 
aged  tracks,  one  is  lulled  to  sleep  by  its 
weird  and  powerful  mesmerism.  And 
how  glorious  to  wake  the  next  morning 
knowing  that  the  world  is  full  of  many 
jolly  and  friendly  souls,  and  that, 
though  microscopic,  our  right  and  pur- 
pose of  being  alive  is  important  to  the 
world  and  the  ultimate  consummation 
of  its  entity.

Cornell  Medical  Students  Enroll 
For  Military  Training 

Almost  Half  of  Student  Body  Elect 
Army  Medical  Corps  Classes 

Training  in  military  medicine  has  been 
elected  by  almost  half  of  the  student  body 
of  Cornell  University  Medical  College, 
where  courses  in  the  subject  are  being  of- 
fered to  all  four  classes,  the  college  an- 
nounced today. 

Of  the  274  male  students,  119  are  tak- 
ing military  training  and  will  be  eligible 
upon  graduation  for  com.missions  as  1st 
Lieutenants  in  the  Medical  Reserve  Corns. 

Designed  to  provide  the  army  with 
trained,  j'oung  medical  personnel,  similar 
courses  are  being  given  in  23  selected  medi- 
cal colleges  throughout  the  country.  Cornell 
being  the  designated  place  of  study  for  New 
York  City.  Lieut.  Colonel  Philip  B.  Con- 
nolly, USA,  Retired,  has  been  detailed  by 
the  War  Department  to  direct  the  study 
here. 

Supplementing  the  college's  regular  medi- 
cal curriculum,  the  courses  cover  the  prin- 
ciples of  m-ilitary  science,  first  aid,  treat- 
ment of  war  wounds,  camp  and  field  sanita- 
tion, preventive  medicine  as  it  relates  to 
the  diseases  com.mon  to  armies,  and  related 
subjects.  In  addition  to  didactic  instruction 
and  demonstrations,  a  sy»c  week  camp  is 
held  at  Carlisle  Barracks,  Pa.,  at  the  end 
of  the  second  or  third  year.  _
